T h is is th e substan ce of regulation s 
issued a t th e Postoffice D epartm en t in 
accordan ce w ith th e O verstreet am en d­ 
m en t to th e postoffice appropriation 
bill. 
It w ill be n oted th a t th e rule to 
govern th e carriers is eq ually as di­ 
rect an d ex plicit as th e law itself.

the Chicago Convention. 
Indianapolis, June 7.—The migration 
of the Indiana Republican leaders to 
Chicago for the next national conven­ 
tion June 21 and 22, will begin the 
middle of next week . 
Congressman 
Jam es A. Hemenway intends to be in 
Chicago by the 15th or 16th. 
Chair­ 
man Goodrich and United States Dis­ 
trict Attorney J. B. Kealing are going 
about the same time. 
That so many 
of Senator Fairbank s’ lieutenants are 
going so early may be regarded as sig­ 
nificant, but they say that it is not. 
Mr. Hemenway says he wants to be 
on the ground early for the purpose 
of meeting his friends who are mem­ 
bers of delegations from other states. 
Some of the party leaders here are in-# 
clined to contradict the predictions 
that there will be a larger attendance 
than ever before at the convention. 
They figure that the program is cut 
and dried and that there Is not so 
much Interest. However, it is not very 
lik ely that many of the men who are 
figured as party leaders will be absent. 
The fact that so many of them are 
arranging to be on the ground early 
is regarded as an indication tha t they 
are sure that Indiana will cut a very 
prominent figure. 
It may be stated 
on pretty good authority that the name 
of Senator Fairbank s for vice presi­ 
dent will not be presented before the 
Chicago convention by the Indiana del­ 
egation. 
If the nomination comes 
there must be a spontaneous demand 
in which other states will have to tak e 
the lead. Men who are on the * inside” 
confirmed the report made public in 
these columns yesterday that there is 
to be no booming of Senator Fairbank s 
by the Indian delegation, as it would 
be very distasteful to him.

A HORRIBLE OUTBREAK 


A Dozen Non-Union M iners 
K illed 
by D eliberate Explosion of an 
Infernal M achine. 


Soldiers Called O ut and M any Union 
M iners Are K illed In a 
C harge. 


Frem ont Goodwine of W illiamsport, 
who was yesterday renominated for 
senatcfr from the district composed of 
Benton, Fountain and W arren coun­ 
ties, is one of the best k nown Republi­ 
cans in Indiana. 
He has served with 
much credit to himself in the party 
and is k nown as a great friend of Gov­ 
ernor Durbin. 
The latter twice ap­ 
pointed him a member of the legisla­ 
tive committee on visitation to the 
state benevolent and penal institutions 
and during the last session he intro­ 
duced the “ripper bill.” 
He was one 
of Its staunch adherents. 
Just prior 
to the state convention there was an 
attem pt on the part of the opponents 
of J. Frank Hanly to bring him out 
as a candidate for governor in hopes 
of dividing Hanly’s Tenth district vote, 
but Goodwine refused to listen to the 
tem pters, although it was said that 
he would have been a candidate for 
governor if Hanly had not entered the 
race first. 
It is already rumored that 
his friends may urge him for president 
pro tern of the senate. 


Party loaders are much mystified 
over a conference held here yesterday 
afternoon by Congressman Hemenway, 
Congressman W atson, Chairman Good­ 
rich, H. C. Starr of Richmond, and 
United States District Attorney Keal­ 
ing at the latter’s office in the federal 
building. 
These men are the pillars 
of what is k nown as the Fairbank s or­ 
ganization, and that they should have 
lield a secret conference at this time 
has excited much speculation, as It is 
generally believed they were discuss­ 
ing the Fairbank s vice presidential 
Loom and what course should be pur­ 
sued by the Indiana delegation.

St. Louis, June 7.—A. C. Alexander 
of Marion, m anager of the Indiana 
building, has begun mak ing arrange­ 
ments for Indiana editors’ day at the 
fair.

Cripple Creek , Col., June 7.—Twelve 
men were k illed by the explosion of an 
infernal machine at the railroad sta­ 
tion in Independence, and seven others 
were seriously Injured. 
Eleven men 
were k illed outright and one diad later 
from wounds. 
All the k illed and in­ 
jured with the exception of two men 
from the Dead wood mine, were non­ 
union miners employed on the night 
shift of the Findley mine. 
The men 
were waiting to board a suburban 
train on the Florence and Cripple 
Creek railroad and 
return to their 
homes in Cripple Creek 
and Victor. 
Just after the engineer of the ap­ 
proaching train blew his whistle as a 
signal to the miners, according to cus­ 
tom, a terrific explosion occurred un­ 
derneath the station platform, on and 
near which twenty-six men were gath­ 
ered. 
The platform was blown into 
splinters, the station was wreck ed and 
a hole twenty feet in circumference 
and about as many feet in depth was 
torn in the ground. Fragm ents of bod­ 
ies were hurled through space for sev­ 
eral 
hundred 
feet 
and 
later 
were 
pick ed up still quivering. 
Some of the bodies dropped into the 
pit made by the explosion, but heads, 
hands, ears, legs, arm s and trunk s 
were strewn about on all s’des. Pieces 
cf flesh were found on buildings 500 
feet away and blood stains everywhere 
within a radius of fifty feet. A special 
train was sent from Cripple Creek car­ 
rying physicians, nurses, officers and 
many others, but when it reached Inde­ 
pendence the injured had already been 
placed on board the suburban train and 
removed to the hospital in Victor. The 
mangled bodies of ihe dead, pieced to­ 
gether as well as possible, were re­ 
moved to the coroner’s office. 
The infernal machine with which 
the diabolical work was done consist­ 
ed Gf a quantity of dynamite, estim at­ 
ed at 100 to 300 pounds, a loaded re­ 
volver and a long slender steel wire 
attached to the trigger. 
The revolver 
was fastened so that the pulling of the 
trigger would not draw it away. 
The 
wire ran from under the station to the 
cribbing of the Delmonico property, 
about 400 feet away, where its end was 
fastened to a rung of a chair. 
The 
dynam ite was placed close to the muz­ 
zle of the revolver, which was dis­ 
charged by pulling the wire when the 
engineer blew his whistle. 
The v<all 
from the revolver exploded the dyna­ 
mite. 
A man was seen running down the 
hill from the Delmonico after the 
explosion. 
The Victor troops, who 
were ordered out by Mayor French, 
wTere so stationed as to k eep people 
from passing over the path tak en by 
this man, and blood hounds were sent 
from Canyon City and Trinidad for the 
purpose of trailing the assassin. 
The infernal machine was sim ilar to 
the one exploded in the Vindicator 
mine on Nov. 21, 19 ^3, k illing two men. 
W ithout explanation and with a sud­ 
denness that caused great surprise, 
8 heriff Henry M. Robertson resigned 
his position and 
Edward Bell was 
named to succeed him by the county 
commissioners. 
Bell is a member of 
the Citizens’ Alliance. 
City Marshal 
O’Connell of Victor has sworn in a 
large num ber of special policemen, 
who are patrolling the streets with 
shotguns. 
Many 
union 
men 
have 
arm ed them selves and say they will 
resist with violence any attem pt to run 
them out of town, as is proposed. 
De­ 
tectives have been engaged to shadow 
the movements of every prominent 
union leader in the camp. 
Clarence 
Hamlin of the Mine Owners’ associa­ 
tion has arrived at Victor and has 
tak en charge of affairs there. 
He de­ 
clared this afternoon that the men who 
are responsible for the Independence 
outrage should be hanged from a tele­ 
phone pole, and that he would be only 
too glad to help pull the rope if the 
m urderers could be discovered and 
captured.

Denver, June 7.—Adjutant General 
Bell has been informed 
by telephone 
from Victor that an attack was made 
late yesterday afternoon on m iners’ 
union hall by a squad of soldiers. 
Ma­ 
jor Naylor sent guards to aid in quell­ 
ing the disturbance. 
When the uni­ 
formed men swung into Fourth street 
they were fired upon from houses on 
both sides of the street. 
They return­ 
ed the fire and raced on at a double 
quick until they were near the m iners’ 
union hall. 
A t that point the mob 
scattered and as the soldiers halted 
several shots were fired at them from 
the windows of the hall. 
t 
The doors of the building had been 
left open and a dozen guardsmen fired 
into the hali as fast as they could 
work their rifles. 
After a few volley* 
the order to tak e the Diace by assault 


was given and they jumped in. It V ai 
reported to General Beil that a number 
of men w-ere k illed, but none of the 
guardsm an was injured. 
At t * headquarters of Adjutant 
General Bell in this city everything is 
In readiness to promptly meet a call 
for additional troops in the gold camp. 
It is understood that the roads have 
been instructed to have engines and 
cars ready and a quick run to Cripple 
Creek would follow an appeal for more 
soldiers. 
However, from the tone of 
a communication received from Sheriff 
Bell, the newly appointed officer of 
Teller county, he will only ask for fur­ 
ther aid in the military as a last re­ 
sort. He intim ates that he can control 
the situation unless a general clash of 
opposing interests occurs. 
This out­ 
burst had its inception in the strik e 
of the members of the W estern Feder­ 
ation of Miners something over a year 
ago, when 4,000 men quit work for the 
purpose 
primarily 
of enforcing 
an 
eight-hour day. 
This action^ so in­ 
censed the mine owners that they de­ 
clared a war on unionism and the 
breach has grown wider with the pas­ 
sage of time. 
Much lawlessness has 
prevailed in the strik e-ridden districts 
and unionists have been brought to 
trial 
on 
numerous 
charges. 
They 
were invariably acquitted, however. 


Followed by Fatal Rioting. 
Victor, Col,, June 7.—Rioting brok e 
out in this city while a mass meeting 
was being held to discuss the murder 
of twelve non-union miners by means 
of an internal machine at Independ­ 
ence. 
Forty shots were fired into the 
crowd in the street. 
One man was 
k illed and six persons at least injured. 
R. McGee of Victor, who was instantly 
k illed, had been standing on an em­ 
bank m ent tnirty feet above the men 
who had been fighting, and was an 
Innocent spectator. 


Moyer Still a Prisoner.

H. Moyer, president of the W estern 
Federation of Miners, who is held as a 
military prisoner at Telluride. 


Old Feud Revived.

Belt railroad, was shot 
and very seri- 
busly wo unded as he left his office. 
An arrest has been made, but the pris­ 
oner claims 
an alibi. 
Some months 
ago Eldredge shot and k illed William 
Do no v aDt, a prominent planter, and 
the shooting is attributed to that af 
fair.
